HAS DONE WELL

During the time that he has heen
in office Wm. J. Bryan has been sub-
Jected to a great desl of eriticlsm, and
“the forelgn policy" of thls govern-
ntent has come in for its share of
ridicule from some smart writers.
But, while the democratic ways of the
present administratlon may not have
been sufficlent of the “parlez vous"
to suit the ideas of some critics, yot
there is no doubt that the sterling
honesty of Mr. Bryan and the great
president whom he represents, have
made a tremendous impression upon
the world at large.

History will record the wisdom of
the President in his attitude toward
Mexico, and his frankness and hones-
ty in that emergency have given this
o rating higher than that of mere suc-
cess In diplomacy. His was  an
achlevement of, humanity.

Diplomacy is the art or practice of
conducting international negotlations,
and heretofore hes béen given rating
dn accordance with the degree of skill
shown.

The fine fea-
thers of the European courts are mot
affected by the bugeois Ameicans act-
Ing fo a democatic people unde a
thoroughly and truly democratic pres-
Ident, and the world is daily coming
more and more to respect, to trust and
to rely upon the President of the Uni-
ted States.

The ageats of the Amerlcdn diplo-
matic service in Eurups “are on the
Job” in this time of the greatest stress
in tke world's whole history, There
heys been some incidents in a way
imusing, to liustrate the effect and
effectiveness of the American citizen.
Some of our consular agents have been
snistaken for English “because they
spoke the English language.” It
they do, they do well.

But, as soon as the hasty foreign
agents discovered that they had blun-
dered, thoy hastened to correct their
mistake.

Not only have they
succeeded in caring for the Interests
of Americans in those pestilence rid-
den countries, but they have also been
of great assistance in looking after
the .interests of other countries.

EXFPORTS AND IMPORTS

Oificinl Acconnilng of Coiton Indps.
try for August Compared With
One Year Ago.

(By Associated Press,)

Washington, Sept. 15.—The offect of
the European wrr on the American
cotton Industry was disclosed today
In the census bureau's August cotton
consumption report, showing that
during August only 21,210 bales was
exported, while during August Iast
year 257,172 bales went abroad.

Great Britain took only 6,370 bales
thls August, while last year she took
77,480 bales; Germany took only b2
bales against 72,928 4 year ago;
France took only five bales against
62,933 a jear amgo; Italy took 1,546
against 13.668 & year ago, and all
other countries took 13,p37 against
40,266 a' year ago. !

The supply of cotton during the
year of 1914 which ended August 31
was more than 16,060,000, The ex-
ports for the year mmounted to 8,914,
48 bales, the domestic consumption
5,677,864 bales  and the quantity on
hand August 31 was about 1,624,265
bales. :

An extraordinary feature of the re-|bl

port was the fact that more cotton
was Imported durlng August than was
exported’ by the United States which
last year supplled almost sixty one
per cent of the world’s cotton. Im
porta were 27.087 bales azainst 7.78%:

280,290 against 227486 a year ago.

Is Reeommended to the Farmers of
Anderson for This Emergency.
Editor The Intelligencer,

Advice Ig about the most abundant
article now being given away, espec.
wlly (o the poor furmers on the cot-
ton sitnation, and the “huy-a-bale”
movement to heip him, which would
be & great stunt if everybody had the
cash to buy a bale and had the pat-
riotism to do it. The theory is fine
but— .

It seems it ie about time to do gome
land banking under the principles that
have worked out so mwarvelously sue-
cegsfully in other couniries under
desperate necessity, and right here in
Anderson county are as good farmers
and as good lands as anywhere to
begin with, So i the theory is good
why not let Hfty or one hundred of
our farmers get together and pledge
a land ‘band and issue drafts of ac-
ceptancd with some strong Inancial
instilution for 10 per cent to 20 per
cent of their pledged lands, and hold
their cotton to llguidute the "drafts
when they come due.

In this manner they can secure all
the eapita]l they require and for as
long time as needed at 4 per cent with
perhaps 1-2 per cent additlonal to the
accepting bank as premium for the
assurance of their credit, and finan-
cial reputation.

Money can be geccured in this way
at a lower rate than for any other
clasg of collaterel security and there
Is no betler or safer foundation for
the loan than good farm lands, back.
ed with quick assets of cotton to cover
the amounts
+After the loans were put through
theé farmers could distribute the cash
to each on a basis of so much per bale
and could require the cotton stored
in trust for payment of the soclety
loans to him, The farmers with funds
In handg will ba able to take care of
themselves, and the way to get the
money is to offer good iand security
to the right kind of people in the righ
way who can lend the cash, and they
have all that is necessary if they will
cooperafe together in a land bank,
which they peed to do for the future
8g well as for immediate relief.
